I confess that I have never used the article, h 
being quite satisfied with good, black powder, but I have been an h 
attentive reader of all that has been written for or against it. p 
Sonic—among w horn are Capt. Bogardue—have used it with sat- v 
Isfactlon, others have found it very unreliable, while others « 
,ivaln have had their guns burst by It. The inventor, I believe, n 
claims It to be eminently safe to use, and sure to give good re- e 
suits; but the above named evidence is not all In its favor. If n 
It was, Indeed, entirely safe to use why should guns have been 
injured by it) Mr. Dlttmar may say that where such accidents 
have occurred, It has not been his powder that has caused them. 

The question then that would naturally lie asked Is whose pow¬ 
der was it) I have never heard of any other firm who manufac¬ 
ture a wood powder in this country, and a firm who should do t 
so and attempt to palm off upon the public an inferior or danger- i 
ous article, or even an unreliable one,would, I think, soon be de- i 
tccted. Some say, with Mr. Dlttmar, that his powder Is to be i 
loaded in the same manner as black powder; others that It must, i 
he rammed hard, the harder the bet¬ 
ter, but to my mind, a powder that 
needs to be loaded according to any 
special formula is not a powder adap- 
tail to general use.

We Americans are, as a rule, rather 
a cautious people. We are not over 
prone to grasp at and believe in a new 
invention till we have seen it tested, 
and its merits proved. True, Barnum 
says “we are never better pleased than 
when we are being humbugged," but 
iu that I cannot agree with him. 

When we hear no more contradictory 
accounts of the Dlttmar powder, no 

more reports of ruined breech-loaders, — 

We may then bo permitted to believe 
that the powder is a success; but un- 
til then the powder should be tested s 

and experimented with only by the Yra 

manufacturers and not spread broad¬ 
cast over the laud. If It is not really 
duugerous when loaded In some special 
way, that way of loading should be 
made public. The Inventor says it is 
to be loaded the same as black powder. 

Why then Is it that a favored few find 

the powder a success, while others find it a failure, or something 
worse ? 

In the interesta of my brother sportemen, I say to you, Mr. Ed¬ 
itor, let us have this thing thorougly looked over and the why s 
and wherefore’*’’ well explained. For myself, I can only say 
that I am not prejudiced either for or against the invention, and 
could it Indeed be made to do all that Is claimed for It, and do 
It safely to the user or his gun, I for one, would be glad to use 
It For the present, Mr. Dlttmar must pardon me If I admit that 
I care to run no risks. I will only further add In conclusion, 
that I have written thus far only with a hope that what is written 
may lead others to give their views and experiences In your col¬ 
umns. By so doing they will not only benefit their brothers in 
the craft, but may likewise offer ideas and suggestions that may 
prove valuable to Mr. Dlttmar as well. In each a matter the 
experience of no one man Is sufficient, bat the experiences of the 
many might be of great practical value. But It must be ex¬ 
perience only—and not as has already been too often the case— 
wordy, angry arguments. 80 far are they from convincing that 
their only result la to leave each party more firmly convinced 
fcat he only Is right. Such things are a disgrace alike to jour¬ 
nalism and to sportsmanship. There are some who claim that 
because Bogardes and Paine find this powder to be what is 
elalmed for it, they want no better proof of Us value. Others, 
(and they are Id the majority,) say that such well-know men are 


certain to receive a good article, as their endorsement of it is the 
best kind of an advertisement. I do not agree with these last, 
for to do so would be to imply that Mr. Dlttmar was not an 
honest man ; and I would have no right to give public expression 
to such an opinion If I entertained it, and I certainly do not. It 
seems to me, it is to be regretted that there have as yet beer, no 
public trials of the different kinds of powder, inaugurated. We 
have had gun trials and dog trials and shows the benefits of 
which cannot be called in question. Why can we not have a 
powder trial as well! Surely the various powder manufacturers 
would 1* willing to Join In such a thing,for the champion powder— 
whatever brand or make It might he-would make a fortune for the, 
manufacturers. Governments, as well as Individuals have sharp 
eves for such matters, and In many ways the thing might be 
made a success. Bv all means let us have a powder trial. 


Shot Gunk. 

Boston, Mass. 

Editor Cbicaoo Field: — I am a great stickler for the llg_:t 
weight and small-bore shot-gun, for all kinds of shooting on the 
wing. There is something rather demoralizing in seeing a man 
start oft for a gunning trip with a small canon that he can hardly 
swing to his shoulder, in order to kill the puny quail, woodcock 
or grouse. Other nations look upon us with a sort of wonder 
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and surprise that we still persist in carrying such heavy cumber¬ 
some arms into the field for pleasure, and it is almost a wonder 
to ourselves when we consider the fact that In field shooting, 
eight out of every ten game birds bagged are killed inside of 
thirty yards from the shooter. ..._ 

Not a great many years ago, on the other side of the Atlantic, 
and even with us also, the ordinary shot-gun in vogue at that 
time was reduced in calibre to 20 and 32. Subsequently it was 
enlarged to 18 then to 1« gauge, which last size Is the standard 
used in France and Germany at the- present time, and also by 
many sportsmen in England. 

In shooting with the heavy guns, especially at wild fowls,when 
flying down before the wind and directly opposite from the 
shooter, the 10 or 12 pounders always hang heavy in the hands 
and are Inclined to lag behind the game, while the lighter weighty 
12 gauge, moves lively and cornea up to the work promptly, and 
la more at your command. 

I fully anticipate the reply that will be made to thts statement 
bv the average spprtaman, especially by duck ehootera, We 

want heavy guns with large bores in order to shoot large charges 
of shot." Now, I do not hesitate to say in reply, that it Is, in 
my opinion, one of the greatest errors of the day with our 
American sportsmen. This theory has grown to be a great evil, 
and the sooner wa can outgrow It, and alter our course, and 
thereby bring bar shooting to a more manly and scientific system 


of practice, the better shots we shall become, and with Increased 

pl Some person may ask “why does not Bogardus use the kind of 
gun that you describe if they are bo dslrable!" Well, I think he 
should. Mr. B. is a good shot, but may not, ou that account, be 
the beat person to select a gun, giving it all its due proportions, 
unless he has made the subject a special study. I have Indeed 
read of his excellent success In pigeon shooting with a gun as 
small os 7i tbs. He will shoot well with almost any gun, and 
there are many other shooters scattered about the country of the 

same sort. .... , 

The fact is, we should bring our sport with the gun down to a 
dean, genteel pursuit as is possible, embodying all the nice taste 
and elegance that we can give it, or else we are little better than 
the average pot-hunter. We must also reduce the weight of our 
fowling pieces to the lowest minimum, and feel that every .spare 
ounce of wood and Iron is just so much of a lug and load to be 
saved in the carrying and handling, without its being of any ad¬ 
vantage to us. 

Now to strike off into a more practical discussion irt this mat¬ 
ter, I will ask the question: “Dili any of your readers of the 
Cuicaoo Field ever have or know of a small-bore light weight gun, 
say of Of to 7i tbs., 14 or if) gauge, that was not a hard hitlert" 

I owned at one time three line muzzle-loading guns of tliefollowing 
calibres and weight: fi| lbs., 15 gauge; 8* lbs.; and 9* lbs., 10 
gauge. The two large guns were just 
from the hands of a celebrated maker, 
and I spent the greater part of one 
day with them at target practice to 
see what I could get out of them. 
After doing finely, as I thought, with 
my two heavy guns, I tried my little 
eocklug gun of Of lbs., first at short 
range und afterwards at the longest 
distances shot at witlr the heavy guns. 

I was almost amazed whon I came to 
compare the targets, both In pattern 
and peuctratton, even up to the dis¬ 
tance of 45 yards, and said to myself: 
“What is the use of all the extra Iron 
and wood, for I seem to obtain full as 
good pattern and penetration as with 
the duck guns, using 4i drams of pow- 

You may ask: “Do I believe!" etc. 
I* /wjyliwr' I answer, no, I do not say that I 

’ would recommend a 6Jj-pound gun for 

SfUJlW™ a duck gun, but 1 wish to show what 

1 can be done with u small-bore and a 

light-weight gun. This Is not the 1 
first or the second time that I have 
been effected the same way, and have 
noticed the same results with other 
sportsmen. In connection with these 
statements I would observe that an 
acquaintance of mine, a fine business 
man of thiBcity, who is also a splendid 
shot, almost every Fall goes to the 
Chesapeake Bay to shoot canvas

LETTER No. VII.—THE GROUSE. 

CaNACE.— This genus Is characterised by a smooth, somewhat 
depressed bill, being decidedly broader than high, and without 
lateral groove. The feathers of the head and neck are entirely 
without either crest or lengthened plumes. Wings and tall are 
nearly equal In length, the latter, If anything, being a trifle the 
shortest, aud containing from sixteen to twenty feathers, all of 
which are broad and rounded at the tip. The toes are naked. 

The subgenus canaet possesses a tall of sixteen feathers only, 
with broad and rounded ends. Over the eye Ib seen a red or yel¬ 
low tip or “comb” of naked skin, beset with the flnger-like pro¬ 
cesses so characteristic of the grouse family; but there are no 
gular sacs or Inflatable air bugs on the sides of the neck. 

TnB Wood Gicouse, (Cauace cauadeneis, Reich,) 

The Canada, wood or spotted grouse as it is variously known 
is marked by a rather slender brownish bill; eyebrows with the 
usual colored papillae, tarsi densely feathered, the posterior 
edge alone being bare, the feathers extending along the sides 
of the toes for half the length of the basal joint. The pectlna- 
tlous or comb-Uke processes on the sides of the toeB are very 
conspicuous. The tall comprises sixteen feathers, and Is about 
five and a half inches in length -about equalling the wing from 
the elbow to the ends of the secondaries—and nearly even, the 
lateral feathers alone being slightly graduated, about three 
fourths of an inch shorter than the longest; all the tail-feathers 
are truncate aud rounded laterally. The middle toe aud its claw, 
together, exceed the tarsus In length, aud all the claws are sharp 
and considerably extended. The Iris of the eye is of a beauti¬ 
ful hazel color. The adult bird has an average length of sixteen 
undone-fourth Inches, with a wing of six aud three-fourths Inches. 
The prevailing color of the male Is black, each feather of the 
head, neck and upper extremities generally having the surface 
waved with bluish or leaden gray In the form of two or three 
well defined concentric bars, parallel to each other, one along 
the exterior edge of-the feather, the others behind it. The sides 
of the body, the shoulders, and the outer surface of the wings 
are mottled like the track, but more Irregularly and with a

prefer these sombre solitudes to more open and cheerful forests, 
They are probably partially migratory In hablte, for though an 
Inhabitant of tbe higher latitudes of their range throughout 
the year, an increase In their numbers is frequently observed In 
tbclr southern habitat, particularly before the advent of a 
severe Winter; so much so as oftentimes to drive them Into the 
outskirts of the border settlements. Whether this Is due to tbe 
threatened decrease of temperature In the north alone, or to a 
partial failure lu the supply of food, Is unknown; It Is probable, 
however, that the latter exerts by far tbe greatest Influence, 
particularly when the Irruptions of flocks of the birds Into civil¬ 
ized districts takes place, as Is the case every few years. 

The palm of stupidity among the Utraonida le usually accorded 
to this grouse, and not entirely without reason, aB In uninhabited 
and retired localities they permit of a very near approach, so that 
when perching upon the low spruces and cedars It Is possible to 
capture them by means of a slip-noose at the end of a stick; or 
they may be knocked down with clubs like barnyard poultry. 
However, they are at no time as wary as other grouse, even In 
districts where they are sufficiently hunted to be Bhy, taking wing 
but slowly, and when once flushed flying but a short distance,

Where moie than ten eggs are found In the same nest, 
It Is vulgarly believed that they are the product of two or more 
females, and that they relieve each other In the duties of Incuba¬ 
tion. This Is not only highly Improbable, but actually Impossi¬ 
ble, as tbe approach of another female Is at once resented by the 
proprietress of a nest, who attacks the interloper with Inconceiva¬ 
ble furyjand such battles are eveu more fierce In character than 
the amatory conflicts between individuals of the male sex; and 
should a male wander that way, he will find that “which Is sauce 
for the goose is sauce for the gander.”

But a single brood Is usually raised each season, though If, 
for any reason, the contents of a nest are destroyed, the female 
recalls her lord aud master, builds a new nest, and attempts to 
rear a secoud brood; but, on such occasions, the eggs are limited

Except as above described, the wood grouse possesses no white 
markings above. The underparts are mainly of a uniform black, 
the feathers of the sides of the abdomen and breast being broadly 
tipped with white, which, not uufrequently forms a pectoral 
band.' There Is also a white bar across the feathers at the base 
of the upper mandible, usually Interrupted above; a white spot 
on the lower eyelid, and a white line beginning on the cbeokBand 
running into a series of white spots in the feathers of the throat 
the lower ones of which are banded terminally with whitish. 
The feathers at tbe base of the bill, on the head below the eyeB, 
and beneath, are of a pure black. The quills are dark brown 
without any spots or bands, the outer edges only being mottled 
with grayish. The tail-feathers are similar, though somewhat 
darker, and tipped with orange chestnut, forming a tall band 
nearly half an Inch wide which Is somewhat obscured on the cen¬ 
tral feathers. The undertail coverts are black, but broadly tip¬ 
ped and barred with white, while the feathers of the legs are 
mottled brown and whitish, becoming dirty white beneath the 
tarsi. 

The female is somewhat smaller than her mate, but quite sim¬ 
ilarly marked. The black bars above are broader, and the inner 
gray bars of each feather, including the tail, la replaced by 
broader bars of brownish orange, which on the tips of the ab¬ 
dominal feathers becomes pure immaculate white„ The clear 
continuous black of the head aud breast so uoticable in the 
male are. wanting; but the scapulars, greater covertB aud sides 
present similar markings in both sexes. 

The chicks in their downy coat are of a buff-yellow; the 
head above, and the back and wings assuming a pale fulvous. 
There Is also a black Btrlpe on the side of the head extending 
from the base of the bill to the ear tufts or aurlculars; two 
black spots on tbe crown, and transverse crescentic Bpots of the 
same on the back and wings. 

There are lew grouse In the fauna of North America of which 
so little is known by sportsmen and the people at large, as the 
subject of this chapter. It le seldom that the former consider It 
worth their while to spend a few hours In Its pursuit alone, for 
in some inconceivable manner they have obtained the impres¬ 
sion that the wood grouse Is totally wanting in all the attributes 
which constitute gamenees, and that in table qualifications it Is 
at any time Inferior to all other known species. The sooner tbe 
public are disabused of such errore the better. These desirable 
qualities are not lacking in the species, but as with other grouse, 
depend largely upon the local hablte of the birds, and the season 
at which they are puraued. In the deep coniferous forests and 
dark swamps, seldom pressed by the foot of man, it cannot be ex¬ 
pected that they would he otherwise than tame. The researches 
of scientists and naturalists lead us to believe that the fear of 
mau Is an Implanted Instinct, and It la only as-thla destroyer en 
croaches upon their haunts, and ruthlessly pursues them for hlB 
own purposes, that they learn to fear him; consequently birds 
acquire the characteristics which constitute gameuess as a means 
of protecting them from their hitherto unknown enemy. 80 too,

Mange in the Dog— Continued.

follicular Mange. 

The next form of mange that I propose to consider le also of 
parasitic origin; this is the follicular or pustular mange, so 
called In contradistinction to the scabies or scurfy mange. It le 
caused by the presence of a parasite, the acarus or demodix folli- 
culorum , In the hair follicles and sebaceous glands. The exist¬ 
ence of the acarus has long been known, but It Is only within late 
years that it has been associated with any disease. Indeed, in 
the first edition of Professor Williams' work on veterinary sur- 
it is stated that It does no harm, and In any other work

published prior to this that I have come across no mention is 
made of the subject. Erasmus Wilson states that the parasite is 
the same species that inhabits the sebaceous glands In the human 
species, in whom, he asserts, It le rather difficult (with the ex¬ 
ception of young children) to find an individual that is not in¬ 
fected with these creatures. Of the truth of this statement, 
however unpleasant, there can be no doubt; and the singular 
fact that in the human subject the creature produces little or no 
ill effects, whereas in its canine host it causes one of the most 
troublesome aud obstinate diseases that the veterinarian has to 
deal with, can, to a certain extent, be explained by the body of 
one being uwvered with hair while In the other It Is absent. A 
further proof that the two parasites are the same, is afforded by 
the experiment of transplanting the acarU6 from the human sub¬ 
ject to the skin of the dog; this was done by Gruby, and in this 
instance the disease broke out and spread, the dog living for 
nearly two years. The acarue folliculorum possesses a head, 
thorax, abdomen, eight legs and a long pointed tall; it measures 
from l-«4th to l-135th of an Inch long, and from l-55tb to 
l-555th of an inch broad. The thorax is composed of four seg 
meets, on each side of which la one leg. The mouth Is at the 
lower part of the head, and It is in connection with an aliment¬ 
ary canal of considerable length. The head is somewhat conical, 
flattened at the top, with two lateral antennas and a central pro¬ 
boscis, that are movable at will backwards and forwards. The 
legs have three joiuts with hooks at the ends. These parasites 
are, frequently found In great numbers In the sebaceous glands 
and hair follicles, instances being recorded of thirty having beeu 
discovered In the contents of a single pustule. They are always 
found with their heads towards the bottom of the sac, and when 
In great numbers they are packed back to back, with their feet 
towards the walls of the duels. The acarl are sometimes seen 
moving about, though very seldom, and then at a very slow pace 
only. 

Symytom* and Diagnoeie .—This form of mange, although the 
existence of the parasite was well known, was considered to be 
incurable until a short time ago. Indeed, Mr. Fleming In his 
work on "Veterinary Sanitary Science and Police," describes It 
as such. The reason for this was that the acarus was lodged so 
deep in the follicle that the remedies applied, although some 
were killed, failed to reach all; and though the animal apparently 
recovered to a certain extent, In a month or two he was as bad as 
ever. The symptoms In the first stage are rarely noticed; but 
if they are, It is perceived that there Is at first a slight Irritation, 
manifested by the animal scratching; then on one or two circum¬ 
scribed spots the hair falls off, and the skin becomes reddened; 
this Is especially th- ease with white short-haired dogs. The patch 
may not beeut-lrely denuded of hair, a few hairs being sometimes 
left in the middle; but these are ragged and harsh in appearance, 
and can easily be pulled out by the root. Upon these bare 
patches small red pimpleB form that turn Into pustules. These 
pustules eventually burst and run together, forming an indolent 
foul ulcer, with a flaw of thick fietid pus, and sometimes even 
blood. The skin Is red, inflamed and hard, with a peculiar cor¬ 
rugation of the looser portions, aud gives off a most disagreeable 
odor. The patches spread most rapidly, running Into one anoth¬ 
er, and appearing on parte of the body that are easily accessible 
to the claws, etc. There is a great falling off In condition, the 
animal belug reduced to skin and bones; but the appetite is not 
impaired—in fact, the dog iB generally ravenous for food. 

Diagnosis .—Although the above-mentioned symptoms may be 
of some assistance in determining the nature of the disease, still 
a positive diagnosis can only be made by the aid of the micro¬ 
scope. In the first stage, from the Inflamed condition of the skin, 
and more particularly so in a white smooth-haired dog, it may be 
mistaken for a case of Eczema rubrum , or red mange; and this 
is still more likely to happen from the extreme difficulty in ob¬ 
taining a specimen of the parasite In this stage. The round 
patches and loss of hair must also not be mistaken for some of 
the forms of tinea or ring-worm. When the pustules have burst 
and crusts form there is sometimes a resemblance to scabies; but 
the difference can be distinguished by the formation of pustules, 
and the dog showing more pain than irritation, and shaking him¬ 
self Instead of scratching. For microscopic examination one of 
the pustules should be punctured, and its contents squeezed out 
between the forefinger and thumb nail, and then transfered to a 
glass slide in a drop of oil. I have found it better not to breathe 
on the covering of glass before applying it, as the condensed 
moisture' will only tend to increase the number of air bubbles 
that may be present. The preparation should first be examined 
under an inch objective; and when the parasites have been dis¬ 
covered, an individual cau be examined by the higher power. In 
the first observation they will look like small fish with a dark 
outlined but with a quarter-inch glass their distinguishing char¬ 
acter can ho very well made out. After having been preserved 
some time the parasite becomes very transparent; and If its pre¬ 
cise locality in the preparation Is not marked, it will be very dif¬ 
ficult to discover it at any future observation. 

Treatment .—For along time, although the preseuce of the 
parasite was well kuown, both in this country and on the conti¬ 
nent, it was almost Inaccessible to the mange dressing then in 
ordinary use, and the disease was, in consequence, considered 
Incurable. In fact Mr. Fleming, In his work on "Veterinary 


Sanitary Science and Police” before-mentioned, says: With 

regard to the treatment of follicular scabies, the situation of the 
dermodex renders it almost inaccessible to parasltlcldal reme¬ 
dies; the disease it engenders Is therefore looked upon as ex¬ 
tremely troublesome, and in the majority of cases almost beyond 
a cure. Often when It is believed to bo extinguished it reappears 
in all its virulency in one or two months. Nevertheless, Zurn 
asserts that he has frequently succeeded with an ointment com¬ 
posed of one part of benzoin to four of lard. Weiss recommends 
the junction of essence of juniper. Zundel states that the 
balsam of Peru has often yielded good results, when the malady 
was not of too long duration; he having employed it dissolved 
In alcohol, one part to thirty. He has also used the green olnt- 
meut of mercury with success, as well as the nitrate of silver 
ointment. Hofer speaks highly of an ointment composed of 
carbolic acid; and Vogel prescribes a solution of caustic potash.” 
Thus the disease defied the action of all these remedies, although 
the two last mentioned seem to have beeu the best. The first 
account of any cure that I am able to find is in the Veterinary 
Journal for September, 1875, In an article published by Mr. W. 
Hunting. He says that, having treated several cases unsuc¬ 
cessfully, he consulted Mr. Duguid, of the Brown Institution, aud 
they worked together, treating several cases with preparations of 
mercury, sulphur, iodine, carbolic acid, etc., without success. It 
then occurred to thdta that, as the parasites were so deeply 
seated, the epidermis must be softened sufficiently to allow the 
agent to reach them. A mixture of creosote, solution of caustic 
potash and oil, was then tried; and, in Mr. Hunting’s own 
words, "lte action was soon most marked.” Carbolic acid, with 
the oil and liquor potass®, was not bo effectual as the creosote. 

The whole of the body should be shaved, if possible, as the ab¬ 
sence of hair gives greater scope for the action of the lotion, 
and Beems also to be injurious to the parasites. The 
following is the formula: Creosote, t dr.; olive oil, 7 oz.; liquor 
potass®, 1 oz.; mix the creosote and oil first, then add the liquor 
potass®. Dress the affected spots about twice a week, and allow 
longer intervals as the skin becomes soft and tender. 1 have 
only used the above a few times, as unfortunately a cure will 
take from two to three months, and even looger, before the hair 
grows again; and the owmers being informed of the fact, gener¬ 
ally prefer to have their animals destroyed. But in the few cases 
that I myself have treated, the lotion has been a complete suc¬ 
cess, and I have known other cases that have been treated in a 
like manuer in which a cure wbb completed. The disease is con¬ 
tagious, though not so much so as scabies; but still it is not ad¬ 
visable to put dogs into an infected kennel until it has been left 
empty for some considerable time, and washed down with boil¬ 
ing water and carbolic acid. Boiling water should also be plenti¬ 
fully thrown over the floor and on the benches, aud the w hole 
should be whitewashed over, some carbolic acid being mixed in 
the wash. The bedding should be frequently changed, and the 
old burned—fine shavings being the best material. The general 
comfort of the animal should be attended to; the appetite being 
very great, the food should be nourishing and easily digested; a 
dose of laxative medicine may sometimes be necessary. It is 
hardly necessary to state that the patient should be kept from 
other dogs; and although exercise is necessary, this can be given 
in hand. 

HID MANGE. 

The third and last form of mauge that I shall allude to Is that 
known as Eczema rubrum, or red mange. This belongs to the 
non-parasltic class of diseases, and is consequently non-couta- 
gious. Eczema is the effect of some Irritant that is applied to the 
animal either externally or Internally, and it Is characterized by 
a number of small vesicles on the skin, usually crowded close 
together. This stage, however, Is seldom seen In practice, there 
usually being a sore, caused by the scratching of the dog. This 
sore is usually very sluggish In healing; a thick exudation runs 
from it, and mats the hair in the neighborhood. This is especi¬ 
ally the case in a part of the body that has extensive motion, or 
on the elbow, where the sore would be very much aggravated. 

In the humau subject, eczema begins with a sense of stiffness, 
heat and Itching; and from the motions of the dog, it is but fair 
to presume that he suffers in the same manner. These symp¬ 
toms are followed by a reddened appearance of the skin, which 
is rough to the touch. The stage of the disease Is likely to be 
mistaken for an erythema; but It is not so, for if a fold of the 
skin be pinched up between the thumb and forefinger, and then 
examined by a lens held up to the light, the apparent roughness 
will be found due to the presence of a number of minute bladders 
or vesicles, containing clear, pellucid, serous fluid. If 
these vesicles remain unbroken for two or three 

days, the contained scrum will become cloudy and 

opaque; but this is seldom the case, the irritation 
causing the animal to scratch the vesicles, and these being 
ruptured, the serum escapes, and drying about the hair, forms 
crusts. These vesicles are frequently of a black or dark color, 
owing to particles of dust drying in them. The escaped fluid 
seems to possess some irritating property, as it excoriates the 
surface of the skin over which it flows, leaving It in an inflamed 
and irritated condition. As the disease progresses, this dis¬ 
charge becomes thicker and more adhesive, stiffening the hair 
in the vicinity, the skin at the same time giving off a most ffetid 
odor. This, together with the putrefaction of the discharge, 
gives rise to a serious complication, particularly so In the case of 
long-haired dogs. The eruption thus continues In patches, 
until at length the whole body is one mass of sores from head to 
tall. In chronic caseB the skin Is dry, red, and covered with 
white crusts, with deep fissures between them, in the folds of the 
skin and the bend of the joiuts. The vessels of the skin become 
enlarged in these chronic cases; and by this increased supply of 
blood, the epithelial crusts become enormously increased, caus¬ 
ing the skin to have a tense, tough feel, aud to become very 
much thickened, the hair to fall off, and, in fact, when thus 
chronic, the disease resolves itself into dermatodltls. This 
chronic red mange has been called Eczema impeliginodee, the 
skin is described as being very red and swollen, and the vesicles 
being apt to run together, with tumefaction over the scrotum, 
inside the arms, and on the back, as well as on those parts nat¬ 
urally dcuuded of hair. Eczema is sometimes seen inside the 
ear, and is tlieu apt to be mistaken for "canker;” but there are 
always some eczematous patches ou other parts of the body, 
whereas "canker” is confined to the ear alone., In aural eczema 
the disease usually affects the skin of these parts, gradually ex¬ 
tending inwards. The calibre of the meatus Is narrowed, often 
so much so that it is completely stopped up; and If the ear is 
not frequently washed out the watery or milky fluid that is dis¬ 
charged is npt to have a very bad odor. A form of eczema 
caused by the.lncautlous administration of mercury, either ex¬ 
ternally or internally, Is called eczema merenriale or hydrargia. 
The symptoms arc the hair falling off in round patches, which 
become red and Irritable, and from which a secretion oozes. 
This eruption occurs chiefly inside the legs and on the scrotum, 
together with constitutional symptoms—loss of appetite, 6allva 
lion, dullness, and uiOBt offensive breath and exhalations from 
the skin. 

Treatment.—Eczema rubrum Is generally if not always due to 
derangement of the digestive system, caused by errors in feeding. 
A very common cause is excessive feeding on outmeal; and I am 
eattsfled that in several instances I have traced the cause to feed¬ 


ing on dog biscuits of an Inferior quality. If the disease is due 
to systemic causes, the discharge must not be checked from the 
skin before a counter discharge is established by increasing some 
natural excretion. In this case a strong purgative is clearly 
indicated. I have usually given a dose of castor oil, varying from 
four drachms to two ounces. Some practitioners recommend 
jalap or calomel, but I prefer castor oil, as it la more bland and 
less irritating to the intestines, which is most important, consid¬ 
ering the febrile state of the animal. It also serves a second 
purpose, for as the patients are generally over-fed and plethoric, 
it acts us a slight uauseant, and farthers the depletive process, 
lu prescribing a local application, avoid any irritant, the object 
being to constrict the vessels and thus dry up the discharge by 
means of an astringent. If there arc only one or two small 
patches, sulphate of zinc—thirty or forty grains to the ounce of 
water—may be used but If there is a large surface, tannic acid 
bad better be substituted. If there le much itching, an ounce 
each of the tincture of opium and solution of belladonna, with 
about a quart of soft water, will be useful In allaying it. The 
ointment of oxide of zinc is a good astringent in the more 
chronic eases, where no moisture Is present. It is made by add- 
ding eighty grains of zIdc oxide to an ounce of benzoated lard, 
which has been previously melted. The directions for preparing 
the benzoated lard, according to the “British Pharmacopaja,” 
are: “Take of prepared lard, one pound; benzoin, reduced to a 


coarse powder, 180 grains; melt the lard by the heat of a water 
bath, add the benzoin, aud frequently 6tirrlng them together, 
continue the application of heat for two hours', finally, remove 
the residual benzolo by straining.” In some cases of eczema I 
have noticed a peculiar fmtld condition of the faeces aud great 
Irregularity of the bowels. In these the administration of twenty 
to thirty grain doses of hyposulphite of soda has a very beneficial 
result. The administration of arsenic must also be presevered 
in until physiological symptoms appear. The be6t preparation is 
the liquor arseuicalis. It is prepared by taking arsenious acid, 
one drachm; carbonate of potash, one ounce, and water, twelve 
ounces; mix and boil slowly till the arsenic is dissolved, and 
strain when cold. Each ounce will contain five grains of arsenic; 
the dose Is thirty to sixty drops, two or three times a day; and 
to prevent vomition, it should be given on a full stomach. If the 
animal is in low condition two to five grain doses of 
sulphate of iron, or three to five grains of sulphate of 
quinine given dally will be found a ubcIuI tonic. It may per¬ 
haps be worth while in passing to remark an extraordinary no¬ 
tion that extends among ignorant people—that red mange In the 
dog, and foot-aod-moutb disease in cattle are one aod the same 
complaints. How this notion has arisen I am at a Iosb to under¬ 
stand, unless from a confusion in the names Eczema rubrum and 
Epizootic eczema.—From the "Veterinary Journal."

I visited Mr. Walther, the breeder of this dog Rover. Mr. W. 
stated he could not remember the facts in the case, and referred 
me to Dr. A. Lewie, a reliable gentleman and sportsman, who 
knew them. I quote from Dr. Lewis’ letter: 

New Cabtlb, Feb., 1878. 
j. J. Snsllenburg, Dear Sir: —The dog you refer to (Tre¬ 
maine’s Rover) wae bred by H. Walthers, of this place, from a 
small, low bitch with a short, thick tall, and a liver colored dog, 
owned by Mr. Streeter, of Youngstown, Ohio.

yield' _I see my friend Mr. Acher does not want to understand 

my letter as It Is written, but trlea to find some fault with It. 
First, that I did not write It; I consider the space In your col¬ 
umns of too much value to be occupied by such childish asser¬ 
tions. He says It was not Jealousy that prompted him to mlB 
represent Don, which he undeniably did, and I defy him to find 
proof to his statement that the dog has cream-colored eyes and 
light flesh-colored nose. In his first letter he says Don was sired 
bv a dog that in the estimation of good Judges would not be credit¬ 
ed with possessing one drop of Irish blood. To this I replied that 
the evidence I had that Don was Irish on the sire’s side was from 
the fact that he was a grandson of G. W. Frazier’s Imported Irish 
setter dog Staunch, whose pedigree caD be found in the National 
Kennel Register. I did not attempt to prove him a thoroughbred 
by his sire alone, as any sensible man wlU admit. He asks what 
was the grandam on the sire’s side. She Is a red Irish setter 
bitch now owned at or near Klttauning, Pa. I cannot remember 
that I ever said she was Russian, but supposing I did it does not 
materially affect the dog for Buch Is not the case. Why should 
Mr. Acher object to my keeping a cross-bred dog? Supposing 
such the case, is It because he hae one? From what strain does 
his Nellie originate? According to his own statement, she Is of 
Russian, Irish and Field-Trial blood. I know her to be the dam of a 
certain pointer dog now owned in this place and at this present 
time is in whelp to a belton. The ideaof such a breeder stating he 
Is a great lover of the pure and noble rede and criticising Don as an 
infringement on the Irish patent. What patent can he claim on 
his stock? Perhaps Burges, Jarvis, Stoddard and other extensive 
breeders can tell as well as to what strain of setters (If any) the 
gooseberry eyes belong. Ho calls on the above mentioned gentle¬ 
men to express their views and enlighten the ignorant In this 
remote corner of the hemisphere. To this I fully agree with him 
as In his case there Is great need of It. He was very ready to 
accept my challenge when at the time of his writing he knew 
Don wae seriously poisoned and would probably not recover; 
however I hope he will sufficiently to give a fair trial.

Throwing the question of field qualities out of consideration

better evidence have we of this fact than that when the winner 
in the open native setter clasaes go into the champion classes 
they never win.

Behch 
are with us a recent institution; consequently the bench show 
form has been a matter of the consideration of but a Bt«eow 
a year, as it la only two years since the first really successful 
show was held-the Chicago show. Previously doge were bred not 
for the bench but solely for the field qualities "J 

dam. The head, chest, loin, legs and coat were little considered 
in the choice of a sire and dam; nose and endurance to the field 
were all that were sought for aud required. Form wu coniidered 
no more than color, perhaps not as much. How, then, uo obi 
native dogs be expected to exhibit to an extent sufficient to com¬ 
pete against the Imported, the chsractertst cs which they were 
not bred to conform to, and which the latter were br cd to 
Bench shows have taken the imported dog aa their model or 
standard. To the owners and breeders of dogs tliu y have said, 
thore le our standard to judge by and there la the model wcglve 
you to breed to. By the adoption of the National American 


Kennel Club rulea they have In the classes debarring the Imported 
doga and their progeny until the second generation from 
competing against the native doga, while allowing the natives to 
compete against the Imported, cast around the native dogs pro¬ 
tection and held out inducements to brlDg them out, that those 
who believe In the native dogs might Bee the best, and thereby 
have the same opportunity of improving their strains by 
judicious breeding as afforded to the owners of imported dogs. 
That there are some very fine strains of natives which have been 
kept pure and yet from public view until the advent of bench 
shows, there is no doubt. And that the native dogs both by the 
judicious breeding of the beet representatives and by the crossing 
on the imported doga, are being very much Improved la noticeable 
•to liny visitor at bench shows. 

To suppose that the sportsmen unanimously accept Un* 
superiority of the Imported dog ia drawing a conclusion not cor¬ 
rect. There are maoy who do not; and there are also many who, 
while acknowledging the good qualities of the Imported dogs, 
beilove that the comiug dog will be from the cross of the best 
imported on the best native strains. Those so thinking 
want time to settle the question before they are willing 
to accept and to pin their faith on any ono breed. 
Moreover, there is another feature which enters into 
the subject, and one weighty and which forces itself into cons d- 
eratlon. The price at which the imported dog Is held makes him 
a luxury which maoy of our sportsmen are not able to Indulge. 
AU are not able to pay fifty dollars for a puppy at six weeks old 
with the risk of distemper to be couBldered, nor from three to five 
hundred dollars when adult aud fit for field work. Indeed there 
are a very large number so situated, and there are others again 
well enough able to pay these prices, but who have sueh confi¬ 
dence in and think so hfghly of the field qualities of their native 
does that they wUl have to be further convinced by practical tests 
before they will yield their hardy natives for the finer coated im¬ 
ported animals. The question therefore Is are these sportsmen 
to be driven from exhibiting at our bench shows? Are they to be 
said to: You must own such and auch doga or stay at home. 

Our blue blood—as the popular term is for the imported dogs 
—proclivities are too well known to need reiteration, for we were 
among the very first who imported, aud were of the small band 
who, upon the ragged edge, were a target for the javelins of satire 
from those who ridiculed the imported dogs; but we have never 
gainsaid the fact that there were good natives, and always 
believed and maintained that as other breeds of domestic animals 
had been Unproved by the Importations from abroad, so must our 
dogs if the same judicious selections of sires and dame 
were observed as had been In the other animals; 
and it was for this if nothing more, we wished to see the im¬ 
ported dog have a fair chance and the calm judgment and con 
slderatlon of our sportsmen. We now as strenuously object to 
1 this classification in favor of the imported dog. It Is neither 
right Dor wise. For the breeders of imported dogs, it is, of 
, course, an advantage, but our bench shows cannot be run to 
1 benefit a few. All must have a fair chance. If by time and 
■ superiority the Imported dog drives the native out of public 
r recognition then it is one of those things which, governed hy nst 

- ural consequences, it is impossible to prevent ; but that.limc.has 
i not come, and time alone ran domouslrifte whether it ever wtl 

1 Let each stand on his merits and the superior win. Then ul 
I must how to and accept the inevitable; but to classification at 
. bench shows to aid; lt>c moat poalllvelyj.protest, and such It 
a la when the strains.are.thrown together to compete, since the 
1 owners of native dogs cannot he expected to go the expense of 
i entering and taklng|tbeir;dogs to shows.with the certainty thai 
s they are walking Into the jawa of defeat. A pecuniary outlay

n On the subject of judges for bench shows, about which there 

seems to be such a difference of opinion, we shall in a future 
d issue express our views. 


Interesting to Trap Shooters. -The indications are that 
nigeoDB will be unusually plenty this year, and consequently 
much cheaper than last year. At Fetoaky, Michigan, there is a 
very large neeting, covering over six miles square. We men- 
ttoned a couple of issues since a very large roost on Ghequest 
creek, Chequest township,Van Buren Co., Ia., covering about three 
thousand acres of jack-oak timber. Another large nesting, now 
about over, was in Warren county, Penn. Dead pigeons (0 d 
birds) are coming into the Chicago market at the rate of twenty 
barrels a day; as each barrel contains twenty-five dozen, tbe daily 
receipt la six thousand birds, or thirty-six thousand a week, 
which are sold at seventy-five cents a dozen. They are In re¬ 
markably fine condition, and, to show how early the season is, beech 
nuts in a sprouting condition were taken from the craws of the 
Petosky birds two weeks sgo. Large as the receipts In Chicago 
are they are etUl larger in Boston and New York; one firm in 
Boston alone received twenty-seven hundred dozen or thirty-two 
thousand four hundred birds. Of the live birds there have been 
very few ae yet received. In tbe face of these facte the question 
is how long before the birds will be exterminated, and ought not 
measures to be adopted to stop tbe killing of them during their 
nesting. —

Our Pendulum (iume Law. 

. Boone, Iowa. 

Editor Chicago FiBl.ii:—You will have seen, ere this, our 
new Iowa game law; aud now if the other states waut a pattern 
ready to their hands, here It is! As oue reads it and sees the 
definiteness of its provisions aud the stringency of its penalties, 
he can well imagine Its authors, whether of the legislature, or 
out of it, standing in admiration before the product of their 
brainB, like the redoubtable Squeers before the hopeful Wackford, 
“there’s oiliness,” or like reverent Crummies before the iufaut 
phenomenon. But for us who shoot, and don’t make laws, or 
feel more like crying out with Oapt. Cuttle, before, the formida- 
able MacStluger, “stand by!” 

Look at It! The pinnated grouse Is nine-tenths of the shoot¬ 
ing of our state. By the first of October, the separate broods 
have run together, or “flocked,” as we call it. and thenceforth, 
under the convoy of the old roosters, lie no longer to dog or 
man. If September be cool, they begin this In that month, and 
from that time on, there Is little use for a dog save to /allow 
you, aud find the game when you have raised it yourself, and 
killed it. Now, our grave and reverend seigniors at Des Moines, 
say to us, on the 15tb of September, you may begin to shoot 
grouse. That is, out of 313 secular days of the year, you may 
shoot prairie chickens over a dog thirteen days! Wonderful 
complaisance, iso’t it! Oue feels like making an oriental pros¬ 
tration with our hands to our foreheads, and our foreheads in 
the dust, for such grace aud favor; ouly the legislature was ad¬ 
journed, and we can’t do it. Now hear what au Iowa guuuer, 
who has made bis recreation for ten years among the chickens 
has to say in this matter! On the 15th day of August, four- 
flths of all the grouse in Iowa, are two-thirds grown; are strong 
on the wing, fine In flesh, will fiy a mile at rising, and will put 
a man to just as good shooting as lie Is master of to bring them 
down, bird by bird. The market shooting and all trapping 
stopped, there are birds enough In the state to give good shoot¬ 
ing for fifty years. At no time, within ten years, will there 
have been the plenty of birds there will be this year. Our 
Solons take one month of our best, our most pleasant, our most 
lawful shooting from us, and say, that Instead of forty, we may 
have thirteen days! 

Look at It, I say again. My friend, Mr. Burges, offers, through 
your paper, one of his line dogs at $100, and we know that 
none finer could be found any where. Suppose that my Panto’s 
dayB were over—which may they not be these four years yet— 
and I should exchange $100 for my friend’s beautiful Roy. This 
first year I have just thirteen days for his training and his use; 
then be must come to heel and follow me through the cornfield 
with the Ignoble part of “seeking dead,” when he has not had 
one moment's scent, or one rod of range for the living birds. 
Once In a while, after a sharp frost of an Autumn night, on a 
Sunday, the birds may lie, but then all come at once aud at a 
single flight are miles away. My $100 is well laid out isn’t Itl 
to see my dog lie on a rug at home, save on thirteen days of the i 
year. And Mr. Burges feels Ills time well put In as a pioneer 
and enthusiast In flue dogs In raising them for the kennel and < 


the carpet, rather than for the prairie and the field. To come 
down from the height of the red Irish and the Llcwellln to the 
province of the poodle and the pug! 

Where such a law found ltB hatching place Is beyond all guess¬ 
ing. I know that a fat inan eurt’t well tramp under an August 
sun, perhaps the law came from a fat man. I know that a man 
with too much whisky can't well shoot In an August day—per¬ 
haps, like many another statute, this had Its start in whisky. I 
know that many are ambitious to make laws who have no knowl¬ 
edge of the subject matter of them, and some would like, to 
8top all shooting, but can't, and so come as near It as they can. 
This law might fairly have evolved from either of these classes 
And if, Instead of entitling their law “An Act for the Preserva¬ 
tion of Game,” they had entitled It “An aet to stop all shooting, 
aud ull raising of dogs for shoaling,” the thing would have been 
consistent and on the square. 

Yes, gentlemen legislators aud gentlerueu others who have 
helped you with their counsel, you have been and done it! Now, 
let me make you a gunner’s prophecy. Your law, like vaulting 
ambition, will o'erleap Itself, and land on the ‘other side.' In 
all the more thinly settled portions of the state, where our chick¬ 
ens chiefly breed, it will uot have so much regard as which way 
the wind may blow for the day. In the more thickly settled 
parts, we all have good friends In the country with miles of stub¬ 
ble and prairie of their own or at their command, and when the 
15th of August comes and our friends report, we shall take, our 
dogsandour guns, and bo! for the fields. You who fish may 
seine In Summer and spear in Winter for all any fear from us 
gunners, and we in our turn, will have as little fear of you. The 
law will work as a scare-crow to keep out our friends from other 
states, and we are sorry for them. But, in I he state, it will full on 
the people as a dead letter. In our own community of 5,000 
people, we were about forming an association In support of a 
good prospective law. Since the announcement of the law, our 
project Is dead, and neither lawyer, merchant, mechanic or far¬ 
mer would have anything to do with it. The termination of the 
‘open season’ with the first of December is only defensible that 
their dead chickens will not have to he proven trapped rather 
than shot; otherwise, like the time of "opening,” it would be a 
mere piece of legislative tyranny. 

In England, capital convictions for theft of the value of a rope 
for hanging, only increased the number of capital crimes. There 
will be more chickens shot In Iowa in the coming August, than 
in any August since Iowa was a state. Boone. 

American ami English Itreecli-Loaders. 

Chicago, Ii.l. 

Euitok Chicago Field :—There seems to lie a wide difference 
of opinion regarding the relative merits of American and Eng¬ 
lish made guns; but I believe the article iu your issue of the 
past week from Mr. Galbreath, of Jackson, Miss., elucidates the 
points of the case very clearly. 

I know there are guns made by makers iu this country that for 
durability aud line workmanship can most favorably compete with 
any that come frum England; and to support my belief I point, 
to the recent expuailiou of sportsmen's goods in connection with 
the 8t. Louis Bench Show, where an American gun in competi¬ 
tion with such makers as Scott and Greener secured first prise. 
And without going further than our own city I can name two 
makers here that can turn out guns, which for make, finish and 
shooting cannot be excelled. 

Mr. Galbreath says he has "never sceu an American gun that 
would compare with an English gun of the same grade, whethci 
of the highest or lowest.” If by “American gun” Mr. Galbreath 
means oue wholly made in this country then I coincide with his 
views. But if he means one the barrels and locks of which have 
been imported, then 1 must beg to think differently. I think 
there are plenty of guns built in this country that do not “lack 
that neatness, that indescribable something * * * which is 
apparent to the most superficial examiner;’ 1 and I must further 
think l am au “unprejudiced person,” and one not wishing to in¬ 
flict on Mr. G. any “theoretical nonsense 1 ' to further “nauseate” 
his sensibilities. I will say nothing more on this point, for the 
reason that 1 think Mr. G. had reference to a complete American 
made gun; and if such is the case, as above stated, our views are 
the same. 

I do most heartily approve what Mr. G. says in regard to snap 
actions. Several correspondents, writing in the interests of in¬ 
experienced and less intelligent persons, have most persistently 
denounced snap actions as something to be shunned, excepting 
perhaps one or two, on which recent improvements have been 
made. This idea Is all fallacy, and the slightest proof cannot be 
adduced to substantiate their belief. As Mr. G. says, “The 
spring may break at long intervals, but another is easily pro¬ 
cured.” I have yet to see the man who has used a snap action 
gun that decries the principle except 60 tne two or three corres¬ 
pondents, who are most assiduously striving to enlighten brother 
sportsmen less learned in gun lore thau themselves. Some four 
years ago I sent to a friend in the Indian Territory a single holt, 
top snap breech-loader, the cost of which was $75. It was 
marked “Fisher, London,” but whether such a maker exists 1 
am not aware. However, that is of no consequence. The gun 
has been in constant use ever since my friend received it. He 
informed me recently that he had shot it in the neighborhood of 
ten thousand times, and that the gun has been subjected to the 
roughest usage, still to-day the locking part is as sound as the 
day he received it. Gentlemen, do not be beguiled into the be¬ 
lief that the snap action is faulty; experience shows otherwise. 

Several writers have endeavored to eouviuce the public that a 
good guu eau not be procured for less thau $150, aud one has 
gone so far as to assert, that he would not shoot au American $10 
factory guu, through fear of accident. I once U6ed for nearly 
three years a double muzzle-loading gun that eost-Jess than $25, 
and no more feared accident than had I been behind a $500 Pur- 
dey. I have seen hundreds of guns In use that cost less than $25, 
and never saw an accident occur through any fault of the gun. 
As for paying $150 fora gun all well and good. I own a gun 
that set me back nearly $500, and another that cost me $125; and 
as far as shooting qualities, wear and tear, and general durabil¬ 
ity are concerned 1 think it the equal of the higher priced one. 
I am satisfied that to-day plenty of good guns can he procured 
for $100 that will last a man a lifetime, and do their work in the 
most satisfactory manner. Louis Thornton.

Cm,. Chab. L. Hunt.— Dear Sir: - 1 am in receipt of your note of 
January 81st, asking my opinion as to the relative merits of nccom 
ponylugsholls—one with a flat anil the other with a conical interior 
base. 

While Ido not claim to be "authority" on the aubject of "gunnery " 
bavlng long since abandoned all that pertains to the "Art of war " yet 
1 will freely give you my best judgment, with my reasons for the 
same. 

Without going into the questions of relations of charges and quali¬ 
ties of uowder, to strength of pieces, weight* «od forma of projectiles 
and length of bores, all of which are Involved lu the subject, 1 would 
slate as a general rule that Ibe more uuiiormly iusiantnncoue the Igui- 
l.lon (not oxploslou) of every grain lu Ibe charge, the more effective the 
available expansive force, and therefore the device that beet effects 
each Ignition will give Ibe best practical results. 

It is evident tbata charge (in place) tired at Its rear will burn more 
rapidly than if fired at its forward extremity, for tbe reason that tlie 
flame Ie directed through the charge driving away the air, and igniting 
all the grains simultaneously, while iu the latter case the rear ponton 
of ibo charge la Unpacked by the pressure of Its front, the air not re 
moved, ana tbe flame thus prevented from reaching all the graiua si 
multaneously. 

When a rear central Ignition le applied as lu tbe best forms 
of breech-loading abot guns, the flame shoots forwurd at the same 
time expanding, thus assuming a conical form, the apex being tbe 
point of ignition. A shell, therefore, with a crater formed Interior 
base, corresponding to the conical flame, disposes the ebaure iu the 
best form for Immediate aud uniform ignition, and thus insures the 
best results. On tbe other band, with the flat Interior base, so much of 
the charge as 1s exterior to the conical flame will be placed In precisely 
the condition of a charge Bred from Its forward extremity. 1 therefore 
conclude (all tbtngaelee being equal) that the greatest effective explo 
alve force, aud consequently the greatest penetration will be obtained 
by tbe nee of the conical base shell. 

In conclusion, I would state that gunpowder burns, but doee Dot de¬ 
tonate like the fulminates, ultra glycerine, and other like compounds. 

in olher words, the whole mass does uot explode instantaneously 
its combtiBlion Is comparatively slow, each grain burning from lu sur¬ 
face to Its centre, aud the rapidity with which tbe gases are evolved Is 
dependent ou ibe amount of surface of all Ibe grain- In the charge.con¬ 
sequently the smaller the graius the greater the total surface, and cou- 
seqaeutly the more rapid the combustion. 

Its combustion is Bleu very Imperfect, not more than one-third of the 
mass assuming a gaseous form. In practice, a portion of Ibo -olid 
reeldiuin rcinalnwin the piece, and the remainder Is driven out by the 
discharge. I am inclined to believe that with ibe use of tbe conical 
base shell a larger portion of the reeldlnm will he expelled aud that 
consequently the piece will not foul so rapidly Very resp y yours,

DitAtio Awakes from hjs Long Sleep. —Corning, Iowa. — Ed¬ 
itor Chicago Field: —Altera long 6ileuee, not voluntary on my 
part, but enforced by pressure of business. I again venture to 
offer a few thoughts to the “brudder build.” And first I wish to 
place tuyself ou record as against the plurai termination in writ¬ 
ing of snipe, quail, etc. This may be wrong according to tbe let¬ 
ter of the law upon such matters, butl am too old a dog to learn 
new tricks, and having contented myself for so many years with¬ 
out that final *, 1 shall not at this late day commeuce, to write 
quails, shads, snipes, trouts, woodcocks, salmons, etc. The old 
rule that “names or animals have the 6ame form lu plural as In 
singular,’’ is good enough for me. 

By the way, I was much amused at readiug “Guido’s” descrip 
tiou of the “feathered dropper” or “red domiuecker” he was so 
fortunate as to run across recently. I had almost come to the 
Conclusion that "Guido” was "putting up a job” on the boys, 
uutll l saw oue of the new silver dollars, wlieu I at once recog¬ 
nized, itl form at least, the nondescript of the Paducah Railway. 
How in thunder Lindermanu came to mistake it for an eagle anil 
place It ou the "doilur of the duds' passeth my comprehension. 
Perhaps “Guido” can rise aud explain. 

I take pleasure lu informing the sportsmen of Iowa that wc 
have now an iron clad game law, and if not enforced we need 
Idame no one but ourselves. Its main points are as follows: 
Recognizes the ownership of all game as being in the common¬ 
wealth, and not iu the proprietor of the land where game may 
happen to be; prohibits the shooting or killing for traffic at any¬ 
time of the year within the state; prohibits trapping, snaring and 
netting at any time of the year; prohibits shipping or taking any 
game killed ill the stale out of the state; prohibits the killing in 
any oue day, by any oue person during the open season, of more 
than twenty-five each prairie chickens, quails, woodcocks, ruffed 
grouse or pheasants, aud makes the having more than that num¬ 
ber In possession a violation of the law; limits the shipping with¬ 
in the state by one person to one dozen birds in any one day; 
changes the commencement of the open season for prairie chick¬ 
ens from Aug. 15 to Sept. 1. Will send you a copy of law In a 
few days. 

We also have now a fish protection law, which Is Iron clad, but 
allows fish caught at any time of the year with a hook and line. 
We also succeeded in getting a law requiring all darn owners to 
place fish ways in their dams, so that fish can pass up and down 
our streams at any time. Iu fact, the sportsmen of Iowa owe a 
debt of gratitude to the 17th General Assembly which they should 
always remember, as for ouec in the history of the state they got 
all the legislation they wanted, and virtually In just tbe shape 
It was needed. Now let our local organizations see that the 
laws are enforced, and we will never he called upon to lament 
the scarcity of game within our borders. Where so many mem¬ 
bers of the Assembly rendered us so much assistance It would 
seem invidious to make distinctions, hut. I can not close this let¬ 
ter without, in the name of Iowa sportsmen, returning spec¬ 
ial thanks to J. H. Bolton, of Woodbury Co.; Geo. A. Morse, of 
Adams Co.; T. H. Cpdcgraff, of Clayton Co.; II. W. Gleason, of 
MahaBka Co.: Henry Kickel, of Fayette Co., and Jno. M. Parker, 
of Marshall Co., members of the House, and to the following 
gentlemen, members of the Senate: John L. McCormack, of Mar¬ 
ion Co.; Nathaniel A. Merrell, of Clinton Co.; J. T. Stoncmau, 
of Clayton Co.; E. J. Hartshorn, of Palo Alto Co., and Samuel 
D. Nichols, of Guthrie Co. These gcutlemeu by their active as¬ 
sistance reudered possible what at the opening of the session 
seemed impossible, and I hojjc the sportsmen of the state will 
always remember them with gratitude, and whenever a vote can 
help them give it freely. 

In conclusion let me say our laws were drawn for the especial 
purpose of putting a stop to hunting and fishing for profit, and 
in my humble opinion will answer the purpose effectually. Now 
let the true sportsman respect their provisions, and my word for 
it tbe breakers will he few and easily convicted. Draco.

Approaching the stand of a dealer, In a small way, we noticed 
the fish covered with labels, the first one of which was a flounder 
marked “English sole, Bent by Beaconsfleld," and In all Innocence 
we turned to a friend and pointed out the mistake, to which he 
replied that others had been “April fooled," and we remember 
that the French call a person an "April llsh" (-Poisson d'Avrll) 
Instead of an "April fool," and that to all Intents we were as flat 
g the flounder. An “Atlantic trout” was represented by a small 
and ragged herring; aquahang was labelled, “this Is a clam," 
while an oyster bore the legend, “this Is not a clam,” and a craw- 
Hsli was Inscribed, “a crab presented by a Russian soldier.” 

A tasting committee comprising Mr. Barnet Phillips, the very 
accomplished secretary of the American Fish Cultural Associa¬ 
tion, to whose palate the fish Judges at the Centennial were s i 
deeply Indebted, Captain Mortimer, of the ship Hamilton Fish, 
the great sailor naturalist, Mr. Eugene G. Blackford, and Mr. 
Fred Mather, was appointed to sample the trout, of the different 
breeders, a report of which will appear In our next. 

The following were the prices of trout which will probably not 
vary much If any for two or three months, the greatest demand 
for them being during the first sixty days of the season:

In speaking of the amount of trout sold, the New York Herald 
gives the following figures: “In round numbers the value of th 
cultivated trout trade in New York may be put down at $20,000 
for thecutlrc season, from the 1st of April to the 1st of Septem¬ 
ber; wild trout, $12,000, making a total of $32,000. 


A writer In the New York Herald estimates the entire num¬ 
ber of shad taken In the North River during the past five years 
averaged about one hundred and twenty thousand per year. The 
lowest price they touch In the wholesale market here has been 
$15 per hundred, or fifteen cents each. The first shad usually 
brings $5, then the price gradually falls to $1.50, $1.25, $1, fifty 
cents. At the height of the season the price of a shad Is as low 
us fifteen cents. The average price may be rated at twenty-five 
cents each at wholesale. The retailers make a profit of from five 
to ten cents on each. Altogether the shad business in the North 
River, In a season of about three months, reaches in value some 
$40,000. These statistics may not be altogether correct, for the 
reason that no adequate provision has been made by the state 
for the collection of more accurate information, which is now 
mostly based upon estimates, of which the above may he taken 
us a fair approximation. 

NEW ARRANGEMENTS FOR FISH STATISTICS. 

The United States Commissioner of Fisheries, Professor Spen¬ 
cer F. Baird, has prepared a number of blanks and sent them to 
he filled by all the prominent dealers III fish in this market, E. G. 
Blackford being the agent for this state. By this means it is ex¬ 
pected fuller and more accurate figures can he obtained of the 
number of fish taken In the North Rlverand adjacent waters. 

In this respect the Canadians far surpass the Americans, as 
they publish reports, in exteneo, containing the minutest details 
of the value of the coast and river fisheries of the Dominion 
down to the value of a half pound of salmon. On account of the 
completeness of their statistics and the meagerness of the Amer¬ 
ican the Canadians were enabled to obtain the award of $5,000,- 
000, that sum being determined as the value of the fishing priv¬ 
ileges accorded the United States over the value of the fishing 
privileges conceded by the latter to the Dominion. 

GENERAL INFORMATION ABOUT SHAD. 

The migratory habits of the shad have alwayB been a curious 
siihjcct to those who take an Interest In the study of pisciculture. 
It is said the first shad of the season makes its annual appear¬ 
ance in the St. John's River, Florida, early in December. These 
shad are rather diminutive In size, averaging about two and a 
half pounds each, their flavor also being Inferior. 

About a month later they make their appearance in the Ogee- 
chee River, Georgia. These latter shad are very much larger, 
fatter and better flavored than those of Florida. They are com¬ 
monly known as the Savannah shad. 

In the latter part of February shad make their appearance in 
the Neuse River, North Carolina. These excel all other 
Southern shad in size and flavor, and are the best that come to 
the Northern market from the Southern waters. 

The next that make their appearance are the Potomac and 
the James River (Virginia) shad, which come in early In March. 
The latter are esteemed by many as very choice, and are held 
in high favor in the New York market. The Potomac shad, 
however, are Inferior both In size and quality, the flesh being 
softer. 

The prices of the above Southern shad vary In this market 
according to the quantity and quality. The flrBt from F lorlda 
bring $1 each, rapidly declining to 30 cents as the season ad¬ 
vances. The Ogeechee shad commence at $1.50, seldom selling 
at less than 75 cents. The Neuse River and James River shad 
sell readily at $1 each until the regular North River shad come 
Into the market. 

Not many Delaware shod are sent to the New York market, 
as Philadelphia absorbs almost the entire catch. They are un¬ 
doubtedly an excellent llsh, and by Pennsylvanians are esteemed 
beyond all othere and sell for a better price among them than 
they would In the New York market. 

Connecticut River shad will make their appearance this year 
about April 1, allowing for the advanced season In the New York 
and other waters. The Connecticut shad is considered superior 
hi all others, both in weight and flavor. It is a great favorite 
among connoisseurs and highly relished by those who do not 
profess much proficiency in the gastronomic art. Last year the 
Connecticut shad brought high prices in this market owing to 
a very small catch. Wbat the yield the present season will be 
Is problematical. 

North and east of the Connecticut River the Bhad do not 
reach near as high a degree of perfection as they do further 
south, and are caught In very small quantities. 

Iowa Has an Appropriation for Fish Culture. 

Our correspondent, “Eland," Informs ue that the announce¬ 
ment made two weeks ago that the appropriation had been throt¬ 
tled, was premature, and we are so glad of It, that we give the 
act entire for the benefit of those who do not Bee the papers In 
which it Is required to be published. It la entitled 
“An act to promote fleh culture In the State of Iowa," and to amend 
and consolidate the enactmenla heretofore paesed for that purpose. 
Section 1. Be It enacted t>y the Gener it Alterably of the stale of 
Iowa, Thai the Governor or Ihe state le hereby authorized and required 
to appoint, after the expiration of the term of the preaent Incumbent, 


and biennially thereafter, one competent person who shall be knowD 
as the State Fish Commissioner, who shall hold Me position for the 
term of two yeara; and any vacancy that may occur for the onexpired 
term, or by reason of the expiration of the term of said office, shall be 
filled by the appointment and commlaelqn of the Governor. The neueral 
duties of said commissioner. Including the present Incumbent, shall 
be to have general charge and superintendence of the slate hatching 
bouse, now located at Anamoaa, to forward the restoration of fleh lo 
the rivers and waters of the state, and lo stock the same with fish 
from said hatching bouse and elsewhere, to the extent that means 
therefor may be furnished by the stale, and to the extent that means for 
that purpose may be furnished by Ihe United Elates Fish Commis¬ 
sioner, and by societies and Individuals Interested in the propagation 
of fish in the waters of this state. 

Sso. 2. The Pish Commissioner, Including the present Incumbent, 
shall receive In full compensation for hla service $1,800 per year, to bo 
paid out or auy mouey in the state treasury not otherwise sppropri 
ated. 

8eo. 8 That for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this act. 
and continuing the work ae contemplated In laws of 1378, chapter 70 
tbereor, there is hereby appropriated ont of any money belonging to 
the elate not otherwise appropriated, the eum of six thousand dollars, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of 
this act. Provided, Thar said amount be under the control of the Exec¬ 
utive Conucllof the state. 

Sac, 4. That It shall he the duty of said Pish Commissioners lo make 
a detailed, itemized and sworn statement, on or before two years after 
the 15th day of November. 1877. and every two years thereafter, show¬ 
ing the omonnt of money expended, for what purpose or purposes ex¬ 
pended, the number ana kiuds of fish distributed, together with such 
general Information on the subject of fish culture as such commissioner 
may think proper; and npon the submission of such report and each 
subsequent, the same shall be caused to be printed and distributed to 
the same extent aud lu the same manner as oow provided by law for 
the prtnllug and distribution of the reports of the public officers of the 
stale. 

8ac. 5. No person shall place, erect, or caused to be placed or erect¬ 
ed. across any of the rivers, creeks, ponds or lakes of this state, aoy 
trot line dam. seine, river fish dam nr other obstruction in Buch manner 
as to prevent the free passage of fish up. down or through each water 
courses, unless the same he done by the Instruction or tinder Ihe direc¬ 
tion of the Pish Commissioner, aud that when the same la so doue by 
or through the instruction, or under the direction of 
the Pish Com in I salon or, it shall he unlawful for any person or 
persona to remove or in any way interfere with the name. This section 
shall not. lie construed lo prohibit the erecllou of dame for mauufac- 
tnriog purposes as provided by law. 

Sac. 8. Aoy person found guilty of a violation of the provisions of 
section five of this act shall, upon conviction before a justice of the 
peace, be fined not less than twenty five nor more tbau one hundred 
dollars, or i mprlsoned In the county jal! not leas thun ten dayB nor more 
than thirty days, in the discretion of the courl. 

Sac. 7. All acts or parts of acts in conflict herewith are hereby re- 
pealed. 

Sbc. 8 . Tula act being deemed of immediate importance, ehall take 
effect and be In force from and after its publication lo the Iowa State , 
Leader aud Iowa State Register, oewepaperH published at Dee Moines, 
Iowa.

Violation of the New York Fish Laws. —Niagara Falls, 
N. Y .—Editor Chicago Field :—Is It not generally understood 
that the game and fish laws of this state prohibit the trapping 
or netting of fleh In any manner except angling with a hook and 
line, at any time, in this vicinity ! but such is the case. Prom¬ 
inent men from La Salle and Grand Island have been engaged In 
this unlawful business for some time, and have caught fish by 
the ton, moat of them In Erie county, and peddled them through 
the street here, and even sold them to prominent members of the 
shooting dub. The dub we have here is a very large aud strong 
one, and call themselves the Niagara Falls Shootlug Club, and a 
very old dub It Is, too; but I have yet to learn of anything they 
have ever done to deserve the name of shooting dub. A shoot¬ 
ing dub Is supposed to have some interest In the preservation of 
game and fish; but this dub have not shown it. They might 
he more appropriately named the Unknown Club, as their oh 
jeet or their use Is unknown, or they might be called the Euchre 
Club, or the Whist Club, or Reform Club. As it Is they are a 
shooting club only In name; what they have been In times past 
I am not prepared to say, but It Is my opinion that they have 
sadly degenerated. They not only display indifference to the 
infractions of the game law, even when their attention is called 
to It, hut countenance It and encourage it. The game constable 
is a myth; he does not even know the law, and pleads that as his 
cxcubc for not enforcing it. Finally, I am induced to make these 
rather harsh remarks, not from any ill feeling towards the dub 
or anyone, but to call their attention to this growing evil. It 
can not be put down by a single person, but will need the united 
effort of all Interested. Our game is about done for, and fishing 
our forlorn hope, and should be preserved. All of which is re¬ 
spectfully submitted to the sportsmen of Erie and Niagara coun¬ 
ties. _ C. 8. R. 

A Large Muscalloxqb. —Hiawatha, Kan .—Editor Chicago 
Field :—No doubt the additional columns devoted to fishing mat 
ters in the Chicago Field will be hailed with joy by the ma¬ 
jority of your readers, but to us westerners it’s positively annoy¬ 
ing to read of a good day’s fishing and think that we are bun 
deeds of miles too far West for anything of the sort. 

As "Arthur” has Btarted the ball I contribute the following 
to keep it rolling: 

On the 24th of May, 1875, I was fishing on the 8t. Lawrence 
about 20 miles below Kingston, opposite Ganauogue, when 1 
struck a very large maekulonge, (derived from the Ojibwa In¬ 
dians.) The minute I struck him he jumped, by actual 
measurement, 27 feet in the air, turned three summersaults, and 
on striking the water was off like lightning; on counting the 
revolutions Indicated on my reel I found he was going at the 
rate of 700 miles per hour, (200,000 revolutions per second.) 
Here I may as well say that I never was guilty of murdering fish with 
ships’ tackle, but preferred for every kind of fishing a light rod and 
silk line. After some three hours’ fine play, I wore him out aud 
managed to get him alongside, when my man Friday speared aud 
lauded (or boated) him safely. As he struggled fiercely, I told 
Friday to hold him still while I took the hook out. He straddled 
him when to my surprise the fish suddenly elevated bis spine, 
knocked Friday out of the boat, hit me on the bead with the 
spaar handle, stunning me. When I came to I was astonished 
to find that the boat was rushing through the water, and on ris¬ 
ing up I found the fish was towing tne along at fearful speed, I 
grabbed my knife, cut the line, and on rowing ashore, found that 
1 was two miles above Brockville, which Is, I think, 40 miles 
down the river. Chill Shot. 

p g,—The fish was taken In a seine next year, and weighed 
116 pounds, and had 990 yards of silk line in his stomach, show¬ 
ing positively that he bad followed up tbe line swallowing it as 
he went. I had 1,000 yards when I hooked him. C. S, 

Sad Result of a Failure in Shad Fishery.— Norfolk, Va., 
March 27, 1878.—The shad fishery on Albemarle Sound, which 
la the rnort extensive In the country. Is a failure this season, and 
thoac who have large amounts of capital Invested feel greatly 
depressed, as the season le rapidly closing and the returns are 
wretched In comparison with the outlay. As a result Mr. John 
Roberts, the wealthiest man In Chowan county, N. C., committed 
suicide the day before yesterday by shooting himself through the 
head. He had been suffering from despondency for some time, 
consequent upon the small success of his extensive fisheries on 
the Sound. On the fatal afternoon he walked down to the beach, 
where he found that his seines had been carried away by the 
storm and were lost. Returning home he went into his office and 
shot himself. All efforts to resuscitate him were In vain, and he 


died soon after, leaving no explanation of his conduct. He was 
very highly respected and well connected. 

Goldfish Eating Trout.— Brooklyn, L. I.— Editor Chicago 
Field :—I notice In your Issue of March 30, a communication from 
Mr. Seth Green, stating that be has had a lot of trout eaten by 
goldllsb, and carrying the impression that the gold fish was a very 
ferocious fish. He says: “The little trout would sun themselves 
In the stonewall when they were chased by the goldfish, which 
would lie at the hole for hours, watching for a trout; and when 
the trout made bis appearance they would go for him as a cat 
dues for a mouse." 

1 have wondered If he expecta people to believe that the kind, 
tame, little pet of the glass globe has suddenly developed the 
fierce habits of the pickerel, or If 11 was only Intended for a joke. 

If I had not known the character of the fish for years, both In 
the pond as well as the house, to be the least given to a flesh 
diet of all our fish except perhaps suckers would have known it 
upon dissection from the length of Its intestine and its absence of 
teeth. A goldfish Is a slow AbIi and could hardly catch a trout; 
it can not take a fly from the surface unless the fly sits still and 
will allow Itself to be nibbled at, and that his four thousand trout 
were eaten In three days by one hundred goldfish Is, to put a very 
fine point upon it, most wonderful. Medicos. 

The Goldfish Question. —Baltimore, Md.— Edtor Chicago 
Field.— Our Natural History Club were discussing the question 
in your issue of March 23d, by Mr. Green. It seems an Impos¬ 
sibility for one hundred gold fish to devour 4,000 trout in the 
short time of three days. I have kept gold fish in a globe with 
minnows and never found them destructive to the other inmates; 
they live mostly upon vegetable or soft substances. 

One of the club ventured to say It appeared to him as though 
there was a prejudice against the carp family, or the Maryland 
and U. 8. Fish Commission who flrBt proposed the introduction of 
carp, which is tlio only reason that be could ussign for the at¬ 
tack on the character of this most peaceable and harmlesa of all 
fish. _ Cakiuo. 

Flv Casting.—T he New York Sportsmen’s Association Is the 
only one In America that offers prizes for this truly beautiful art. 

Tbelr annual meeting takes place in May at the city of Buffalo 
under the auspices of the Forrester Club. 

H. L. Leonard offers a six 6trand split bamboo fly rod, eleven 
and one-balf feet long, as one of the prizes. This rod has the 
peculiarity of having a reversible handle to accommodate the 
taste of those who prefer tbe reel either above or below the hand. 

There 16 no good reason why matches at fly casting should not 
he as common as any other sport, and It eertainly would tend to 
popularize angling as a fine art.
